Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 94-101, 115-116, 117-125 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 94, 117, 122 and 124, the claimed limitation of "at least some 
operation" is indefinite. 

Claims 94, 122, and 124 have been amended to overcome the indefinites rejection. 
Claim 1 17 is cancelled without prejudice. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. Claims 117-121 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a)as being unpatentable over 
Kataoka(US-6,959,221). 

Claims 117-121 are cancelled without prejudice.
